lews, 

There is one Deficiency indeed in 
our foreign Advices, which reiiders 
them lefs entertaining and inftru¢tive 
than our domeltick.. They do not 
afford that particular Information 
concerning the remarkable Adctions 
of the Tradefmen, and other emi- 
nent Perfons. of Paris, Madrid, or 
Rome, or of the extraordinary Oc- 
©arrences there, fuch as their Marri- 





aces, Hanging, breaking of Necks, 
Arms, Legs; Deaths, Burials, &e. 
all which of the fame Kind, which 
happen in London, are minutely re- 
lated by our Hiftoriographers. This 
Defeét however is fupplied, in fome 
Meafure, by the exact Accounts from 
abroad of the Aétions of Princes, 
and other great Perfonages, particu- 
latiy as to their Devotions, and Di- 
verfions, their going to Prayers, 
Plays, Opera’s; their Shooting, 
Hunting, Walking, &e. 

The political Effays, which gene- 
rally precede thefe hiftorical Relati- 
ons, or are publiflied in Papers by 
themfelves, explaining the Nature of 
Government in general, and the par- 
ticular Forms in our own and foreign 
Countries, and reafoning upon the 
different Interefts of each Nation, il- 
luftrate the Works of our Hiftorians, 
and are reciprocally illuftrated by 


them. 
Thefe Advantages which the Peo- 


D ple enjoy fufficiently verify a famous 


Affertion of the great Englifb Cato, 
That a Cobler in bis Stall can eafily 
tell whether the Nation is well or ill 
governed. ence it is flrange that 
the Abilities of the People have been 
lately expos’d and ridicul’d, and ome 
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the humble Advice and Requett of our 
Corporations to their Reprefentatives, 
upon an extraordinary Occafion, has 
been cenfur'd, as diffating tothe Le- 
giflature, &c. (See p. 83.) Thus we 
have liv’d to fee that venerable Body 
(the Peopie) the original Magazine 
of Power, formeily jaltly dignify'd 
with the glorious Title of The good 
People of Engia nd, of late dillinguilh- 
ed by opprobrious Names, firlt in- 
vented by Jories, but now apply'd by 
Whies themi{elves, calling them the 
Populace, the Vulgar, the Mob, and 
the Rabble. 

Farther, the many curious Effays 
on moral Subje&s, inferted in fome 
of our Weekly Papers, have cultivated 
that innate Di'polition in the Gene- 
rality of the People, whereby they 
are naturaily inclin’d to the Practice 
of Virtue. But the moft extraordi- 
nary Etfeét of the Weekly Labours 
of our Society appears in the uni- 
verial Tafle for polite Literature, a- 
mong all Orders and Degrees of Per- 
fons. Great is the Increafe of the 
Number of pretty {mart Poets, who 
write either {mooth or rough Veries, 
according to their Subjeét: but Cri- 
tics are innumerable, almott every 
Perfon who can either read, or hear, 
being fuch. Go but into any Coffee- 
Houle, ‘Tavern, Ale-Houle, &'¢. in 


this great City, you cannot fail of 


hearing, to your great Admiration, 
judicious Criticks, who cannot write 
one Page of true Englifh, giving 
their Opinions with all the Freedom 
imaginable, concerning not only the 
Matter, but the Manner of all Pieces 
which are publifhed. The fame Sub- 
jects of Converfation are very com- 
mon in private Houles over a foci- 
able Glas ; and frequently at the Tea- 
Table among the Ladies.

Overnment, in the antient 

Commonwealths, was miaia- 
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tained by much different Maxims, 
than at prefent prevail in the World; 
they were nourifh’d by War, and the 
Plebs ingenua were the Armies of the 
State; and the Sword being always 
unflieath’d, the Laws were often in 
the Mercy of their Generals. "T'was 
therefore neceflary there fhould bea 
quick Rotation of Governors. But 
with us, Time and Chance have in- 
troduc’d different Cuftoms. Our 
Conflitution can only fourth in 
Peace, and our Artizans are to us 


‘what the Legions were to Rome. 


Nor can we bear a very quick Rota- 
tion of Governors; for, our Offices, 
not being open to common Obfer- 
vation, require much Experience. 
And as we maintain ourfelves by 
Commerce and Negotiations, we are 
obliged to practife that Secrecy and 
Caution in our Politicks, which 
would be impoflible, if the Minifters 
of State were as often removed as 
the great Magiltrates of. Rome. 

Was a Prince to obferve it as the 
Rule of his Government, to make 


Devery Courtier a Minifler, he muf

change his Officers every Hour in 
the Day: which would as little con- 
tent the Creatures of Ambition, as 
to change them once in an Age. 

Some Men mutt be uppermoft, and 
they ought all to rife by gradual Al- 
cent, to continue as long as they are 
ufeful, and to be fucceeded in a peace- 
ful Series, without Confufion or Dil- 
order. 

Minifters cannot live unenvied, 
any more than Judges decide without 
giving Difguit: But fhould Minifters 
be facrificed to every Rival, or Judges 
to every angry Party, neither Govern- 


ment could continue, nor Juftice be: 


difcharged. 

Loud were the Clamours in a late 
Reign againft the Adminiftration + 
they were charged with endeavouring 
to eftablith a General and a Treafu- 
rer for their Lives, and to fet them- 
felves up in Perpetuity, sc.

cured; but it prov’d very hurtful and 
dingerous, and foon became griev- 
ous to many who wifh'd for it mott. 
In a free Conftitution, Minifters 
ought to have due Reltraints; but 
the feldomer we change, the better 
it commonly proves. : 

Q. Elizabeth had able Minifters in 
he: Court, but fhe always kept Bar- 
leigh in her Treafury; nor could the 
molt violent Oppoiition leffen him in 
her Efteem: She knew not where to 
find a better Servant, though fhe 
might have found a finer Gentleman 
with Eafe. 

A quick Succeffion of hungry Of- 
ficers will be fure to fleece the Peo- 
ple. Men long continued in Power 
have made their Fortunes, and {a- 
tisfy’d their Wifhes; but rifing Mi- 
nifters have Fortunes to make for 
themfelves or their Friends. In the 
Kingdom of Naples they have a Vice- 
Roy fent them every three Years, 
whole principal Bufinefs is to pillage 
the People for his own Advantage ; 
and being full with Plunder, he 
gives Way toa voracious Succeffor, 
wha pra¢tifes his Arts, and has his 
Precedent to plead for Extortion. 
When Men are fenfible their Time is 
but fhort, they commonly ufe great 
Expedition to finifh their Bufinefs. 

It was a plaufible and popular Cla- 
mour againit Perqujfites and Corrup- 
tion, that removed the D. of Mar/- 
borough and E.. of Godolphin; that {ent 
Sir R. W. to the Tower, and brought 
in a Facobite Minifiry ; but the Pub- 
lick experienced the Mifchief of the 
Change fo much, that they can hard- 
ly approve one promoted by fuch 
Pretenfions. 

Such Calumnies, as now pals 
current, prevailed at that Time. 
Scandal, Detraétion, and _ Defama- 
tion brought the Jories into Play. 
Thefe Things obliged the Whigs 
to engage in their own Defence; nor 
did that Party publifh one Invedtive, 
till the Examiner appeared, a Libel, 
that hewed no Dittinélion to Gran-

It follows from hence, that Oppo- 
fition to any Government or Admi- 
nillration is only juit and reafonable, 
when thofe at the Helm are appa- 
rently taking fuch Meafures as are 
contrary to, or deftruétive of the 
Conttitution. Now this was aétually 
the Criterion which diftinguifhed the 
lite zlorious Revolution, from an in- 
famous Rebellion. The King and 
his Minifters broke in upon whatever 
the People held valuable or facred, 
they infringed our Civil and Religi- 
ous Rights. Whenever fuch a Cafe 


€ fhall happen again, Men will not be 


ata Lofs fora Remedy ; but ’till then, 
whoever oppofes an Adminiftration 
a€ting in due Subordination to the 
Laws, and attempting nothing againft 
the Liberty or the Property of the 
Subject, is fo far a Traitor to his 
King, andan Enemy to his Country. 

Above all Things, proper Evi- 
dence is neceflary in all Cafes of po- 
litical Oppofition ; and if thofe wha 
accufe a Miniftry are unable to pro- 
duce any Proofs of their having de- 
figned or attempted to conftrain che 
Coniciences of Men in refpeét to re- 
ligious Tenets, of having exerted il- 
legally their Power over the Perfons 
of his Majefty’s Subjeéts; or levying 
againft Law Taxes or Impofitions of 
any Kind; then we may fafely con- 
clude, that whatever Motives may 
have raifed and fupported fuch an 
Oppofition, they are neither righ- 
teous in themfelves, nor can im their 
Confequence be beneficial to their

He con- 
tinued frill the Perfon whom his Father 
trufted moft, and was the moft beloved 
of all the Family. For be was humble 
ana obliging, tho fometimes peevifb: 
His Fudgment was not to be depended 
upon for be was much carried by vul- 
gar Prejudices and Notions. He was 
much in the Queen's Favour, and con- 
tinued her Chamberlain long. His Fa- 
ther being fo violently perfecuted on Ac- 
count of ber Marriage, made that foe 
thought berfelf bound to protect bim in 
a particular Manner. He was fo pro- 
voked with the ill Ufage bis Father met. 
with, that be firuck in with the —

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that oppafed the Court, and the King 
Spoke of bim always with Sharpne/s and 
much Scorn, His Brother, now Earl 
of Rochefter, is a Man of far greater 
Parts: He bas a very good Pen, but

The Offcers of Excife, in thofe 
Countries, are empowered only to 
colleé&t the Duties, and not allowed 
to harrafg the People afterwards. 
The Dutch Excifemen have no Power 
of entering and- fearching Houfes. 
The Officers in Holland are not ap- 
pointed by the Stadtholder, nor in 
Venice by the Doge. 

In Holland and Venice, the Duties 
collected by Exci/e are entirely apply- 
ed to the publick Service of the 
refpeClive States.

HE Letter-Writer imputes 

the Lofs of the Bill for the 
Navigation of the River Dee, firf 
projected by Mr. Manley, to the De- 
lays occafioned by him, and the C/au/e 
that was offered to prevent jobding of 
Shares, which broke in upon the 
ProjeGor’s favourite Scheme. 

He fays, that from this Time Mr. 
M ’s Affection for the People 
of Cheffer began to appear in Mids 
and Riots, A Number of Vagrants 
were packed together, and encourag’d 
to commit the greateft Outrages ; be- 
ing taken into regular Pay, kept 





Dwarm with Liquor, and direéted to 


infult the Inhabitants, who would 
not join with them. 

That two or three of the Alder- 
men waiting at the Pentice [or City- 
Hal/] for the Mayor, a great Num- 
ber of the Rioters being aflembled 
together, armed with Clubs, &. 
burft open the Doors, broke the 
Windows, sc, threatening to mur- 
der the faid Magifrates. 

That on O@. 11. a great Number 
of People came out of Wales, &c- 
to the City, many of whom [he af- 
terwards fays 150] were Freemens 
that fome came to the Market, and 
others to fee an Horfe Race; that 
they came in a peaceable Manner, 
only fhouting a Grefwenor 5 that they 
abufed no body, till they were at- 
tacked by Mr. M ’s Party, 
whom they foon defeated. 

That Mr. Magy appeared feveral 
Times at the id of the Mob, 


armed with dread Smerds, &c. — 
r. 
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Mr. Grofvenor and his Friends were 
ufing their utmoft Endeavours to pre- 


; vent thefe Diforders. 


That at the Ele&tion for Mayor, 


: great Numbers of Officers in diffe- 


rent Branches of the Revenue, as 
well as common Soldiers, were de- 
tich’'d from every Quarter of the 
Kingdom, to vote on Mr. M—-s Side. 

That at the Election of a Memder, 
the Mob difcover’d the fame Incli- 
nation to Riots; but by the Refolu- 
tion of the Conftab/es commiflion’d by 
the Magiffracy, they were over- 
power'd: And the Inhabitants having 
the Freedom of polling without Dan- 
ger, Mr. Grofvenor had a Majority of 
Refants of 166, and of Voters in 
general of 361.

the Bill was defeated. On Sir Richard 
Grove/nor’s Death, when Major War- 
burton became a Candidate, they 
raifed a Mob and committed Outrage 
on the Houfe of a Lady. When 
Majer Warburton refigned, they 
might have had an undij/puted Elefion 
in their Family, would they have 
promifed merely mot to oppofe the Na- 
vigation. There would not have 
been one Mod againit the Magi- 
firates, if they had not provoked the 
Citizens by an Attempt of mak- 
ing 300 Honorary Freemen. When 
Mobéing was apprehended, as what 
would attend the Difpute, they were 
offered Terms of Peace by Mr. Man- 
ley’s Friends: Firft, that no Foreign- 
ers on any Side fhould be fent for 
into the Town; which they refufed 
to agree with, and called in a Mob 
which had been co//efted by Subjcrip- 
tion; which fell into Mr. Maaley’s 
Hands, and is as follows : 

‘ It is unanimoufly agreed by the 
‘ Subfcribers hereunto, that each

its Creatures, has amply furnithed 
the Earth with more than fufficient 
for the Neceflity and Pleafure of each 
Individual: Could Man have been 
contented, Want would have neve! 
appeared in the World: The inor- 
dinate Defire of More was then the 
firft Occafion that induced one Man 
to take both his and his Neighbour’s 
Share; and as this folen Wealth ne- 
ceflarily drew on Dependents, * 
fhewed the Indolent a Way of getting 
more, and toiling lefs: A bad Exam- 
ple never wants its Followers; a 
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this has fo much fpread itfelf over 
the Earth, that there are many who 
are annually obliged to rack their In- 
vention, to find out Methods of 
fguandering their utelefs Superflui- 
ties; whillt there are too many 
wretched Odje4s who have not where- 
withal to fupply the common Necefla- 
ries of Life, 

How aob/e then would it be, how 
truly great would the Great Man be, 
and how deferving of his Affluence, 
was he yet to keep up his Grandeur, 
and out of his Over-Abundance re- 
lieve the Wretched! Would not a 
well-turned Mind receive more Plea- 
fure from the Bleflings of fuch poor 
Objects as fhould be relieved through 
open Windows, than his Lordfhip can 
have from any Invention to prevent bis 
Seeing the Poor ? 

I fhail conclude with pointing at 
one great Man, whofe Example I 
would recommend to all Mankind : 
His Name is needlefs when I fay he 
is remarkable for his extended Chari- 
ty; one only Initance of which I 
thall mention, and that is, bis daily 
giving at bis Door, to the Poor and 
Hungry, the large Remains of a well 
cover’a Table.

This, as he very truly faid 
in his Advertifements, contained more 
than any Book of the Kind or Price: 
From which one may charitably fup- 
pofe, that this Undertaking did not 
proceed, fo much from a View to 
his own Intereft, as from a gene- 
rous Defign of doing good ; like 
that of his famous Predeceffor H. 
Hill: in Black-fryers, who firtt chari- 
tably printed and fold fix- penny Ser- 
mons at 1d. a Piece, for the Benefit of 
the Poor. And tho’ this was then ex- 
claimed againft as an abominable Pi- 
racy, by fome Bookfellers, who, hav- 
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ing payed for the Copies of thofe Ser- 
mons, would fain have kept them up 
at the exorbitant Price of 6d. yet the 
World took little Notice of thofe 
Clamours, and incouraged Mr. Hi/ls 
in his charitable and beneficent Un- 


dertaking, by a continual Demand A 


for his cheap Editions. And thus, 
what he profefledly intended for the 
Benefit of the Poor, fortunately turn- 
ed to the Benefit of himf{clf, and his 
Family ; whom his malicious Detrac- 


tors obferved he principally and pro- B 


perly defigned at firft to comprehend

‘This Praétice was 
foon extended to Books upon moft 
other Subjeéts, from which they 
employed Authors to extraét Collec- 
tions, or to make Abridgments of 
them; which they publifhed as their 
own Copies, the Sale of which very 
few of the Trade made any Scruple 
to promote. 

Upon thefe great Models the fa- 
gacious Projector of The Gentleman's

It was now 
called, The Gentleman's Magazine, 
or Monthly Intelligencer : Containing 
more in Quantity, and greater Varie- 
ty, than any Book of the Kind or 
Price. At the fame Time, a latent 
Member of our Society was hired to 
write a Copy of eleven Verfes, and 
two Words, in Commendation of 
this admirable Colletion and Abridg- 
ment of the Works of his Brethren, 
which was inferted feveral Times as 
a poetical Puff, to elevate the Ad- 
vertifements.

was at that Time fone Reafon to fuf- 
peat, that both the Verfes and the 
Letter were written by one and the 
fame Perfon; yet I cannot but here 
in Juftice publickly declare, that 
there was never any evident Proof 
roduced of that Matter. 

As the Eng/i/b in general are much 
addied to the Imitation, not only 
of their own Country-Men, but 
likewife of Foreigners ; fo the Learn- 
ed more efpecially, and our Mem- 
bers in particular, are great Imita- 
tors, both of their common Ene- 
mies, and.of one another. When 
any Compofition, either in Profe or 
Verfe, happens to have a fuccefsful 
Run, it is generally followed, but 
feldom overtaken, by fome Imitati- 
on of it. The Reafon of this difie- 
rent Velocity in their Motions, is 
becaufe thefe Imitations are generally 
both lame and blind.

his Motto +. This Proceeding the 
Guardian of The Gentleman's Maga- 
zine highly refented ; and publickly 
deftred tis Friends, ‘ not to favour 
‘ an Attempt fo unfair and ungener- 
‘ ous, as fupplanting an Author in 
‘ his whole Plan, Defign, and even 
« Title. °—To this the Guardians of 
The London Magazine returned an An- 
{wer, ina Letter directed to Mr.Cave, 
to whom they fay; Your Aflurance, 
* we think, is very extraordinary, in 
‘ reflecting upon us for compiling a 
Book from the public Papers, in 
feveral of which we have a Proper 
ty, when you have not the leaft 
Share in any one of them; which 
makes your Work little better than 
a down right Piracy.’

Yobn Korrel. The Prifoner has been my 
Laundrefs about a Quarter of a Year. She 
was recommended to me as an honeft Wo- 
man by a Gentleman in the Temple. On 
Sunday the ath of this Month, as I re- 
turned from Commons, I met Mr. Gebagan, 
and going with him through Tanfela-Court, 
we tound a Mob there, and enquiring what 
was the Matter, we were told of the Murders 
that had been committed. Says Mr. Gebagan, 
This Mrs. Duncomb was your Sarah’s (the 
Prifoner’s) .dequaintance. We went forward 
to the Coffve-Houfe in Covent-Garden; there 
we heard teveral difcourfing about thefe Mur- 
ders, and it was thg general Opinion that 
they muft have been committed by fome 
Laundre{s who was acquainted with the Cham- 
bers. From thence we went to the Horfe/bee 
and Macpye in Ejjex-freet, where we ftaid 
ti!] One in the Morning, and then returned 
home. 1 found my Door open, and the Pri- 
foner in my Room: So Sarah, fays I, are 
you bere at this Time of Night? You knew 


“Mrs. Duncomb, have you beard of any Body 


that is taken up for the Murders? No, fays 
fhe, dut a Gentleman avbo bad Chambers un- 
der ber bas been abjent two or three Days, and 
he is fulpefed. Says 1, No Body tbat was 
acquainted with Mrs. Dancomb /bail be bere, 
till the Muraer is found cut 5 and therefore 
dook up my Thirgs and go away. In the mean 
‘Time Mr. Gebagan went down to call the 
Watch, but he could not find the Door rea- 
dily, and fo he came up again, and I went 
down and call'd two Watchmen, and brought 
them vp, and I found her turning over fome 
Linen in my Drawers. I afk’d her who it 
belong’d to? She faid it was her own. I went 
into the Clofet, and mifling my Waiftcoats, 
J afked her what the had done with them? 
She called me afile, and faid fhe had pawn’d 
them at Mr. /illiams’s in Drury-Lane, for 
wo Guineas, and pray 'd me not to be angry. 
1 told her I was not fo angry on that Ac- 
count, but I fufpeéted the was concerned in 
the Murder. The next Thing I took Notice 
of was a Bundle lying om the Ground, I afk’d 
her what it was, fhe faid it was her Gown. 
And what is tn it? fays 1. Why Linen, fays 
the, that is not fit for Men to fees and fo 
I did not offer to open it. I fearch’d farther, 
and mifs'd feveral Things of my own, and 
found other Things that did not belong to me, 
and then I charged the Watch with her, and 
bid them take her away, and take Care of 
her. When the was gone, I found another 
Bundle in my Bed-Chamber; upon this, I 
calied to Mr. Gebavan, and thew'd it him : 
whereupon we refolved to make a thorough 
Search, and fo looked in the Clofe- ftool, 
where we found fome more Linen, and a 
Pint Silver Tankard, with a bloody Handle. 
We then went to one of she Watchmen a- 


gain, and he faid, he had let her go, upop 
her promifing to come again at 10 o’Clock in 
the Morning; I bid him find her out by all 
Means. He hipped to his Brother Watch- 
man atthe Gate, and then went and brought 
her tome. I fltew'd her the bloody Tankard 
and Linen, and afk’d her if they were hers? 
She faid Yes; that they were left her by her 
Mother. 1 afk’d how the Handle of the 
Tankard came to be bloody? She faid the 
had cut her Finger; and as for the Linen, the 
faid it was not Blood upon it, but a Diforder. 

Court. What Kind of Linen wasit, dd 
you open the Bundle? 

Mr. Kerre/. 1 open’d that which I found in 
my Bed-Chamber ; but my Confufion was fo 
great that I don’t know whether it was 
Shifts or Aprons. She told me the Tankard 
had been in pawn, and that fhe had pawned 
my Waiftcoats to redeem it. The Watchman 
carried her to the Watch-houfe, and there 
they found a green Suk Purfe wtth 21 Coun- 
ters in her Botom. 

Court. Are you pofitive that the own’d the 
Tankard and Linen to be hers ? 

Mr. Kerrel. Yes; but the Linen in her 
Gown was left unopen'd till after the was 
fent to the Watch-houfe. 

Prifoner. Was the Linen you found in the 
Clofe- ftool bloody ? 

Mr. Kerre/. 1 am not fure whether it was 
that, or the Linen I found under my Bed that 
was bloody, for I was very much furprized, 
and I brought one Parcel down, and Mr- 
Gebagan brought another, and we threw 
them down in the Watchman’s Box, and fo 
they were mixed together. 

Court. Shew the Tankard to the Jury, and 
unfeal the Linen, and let them fee that too, 
and the other Things. 

Mr. Kerrel. This is the green Silk Purfe 
that was found upon her in the Watch-houle ; 
fhe faid the found it in the Street ; but fome 
Body taking Notice that it was clean, the 
then faid, fhe had wathed it fince. This is 
the Gown that fome of the Linen was wrap'd 
in, and this is the bloody Apron that was 
found under my Bed, and which, the faid, 
was not bloody, but the Marks of a Diforder- 

Prifoner. Was the Linen wet or dry ? 

Mr. Kerrel. 1 can’t fay which, but it was 
blondy. 

Prifoner. Did you take it pp ? 

Mr. Kerrel. 1 took up that under the Bed, 
and in the Clofe-ftool, The clean Linen 
that was in the Drawers, fhe took out her- 
felf, and the Watchman afterwards fetch'd 
away that which was in her Gown. 

Prifoner. Was the Gown bloody; or the 
Shift bloody in the Sleeves, or the Bofom, or 
any where but in the lower Part ? 

Mr. Kerrel. 1 cannot fay. 

Court. Is the Shift here ? 

Mr. Kerrel, Yes, 
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Curt. Produce it then, and let fome Body 
Jook on it. 

: Ana Ql:pbart. (looking on it,) I think 
here’s a little Blood on the upper Part of 
the Bofom. 

Prifoner. Upon your Oath is it Blood or a 
Stain ? 

Aun Oliphant. I cannot be pofitive ; but it 
feems like the reft. 

Prifmer. to Mr. Kerrel. Did you fufpect 
me on Account of finding me in your Cham- 
bers fo late on Sunday Night, or was it bes 
coufé you faw me counting Money there on 

\unday Morning ? 

Mr. Kerrel. I faw no Money that you had 
on Sunday Morning. I fufpeéted nothing of 
vou, till I found you fo late in my Chambers. 

Prifomer. Swear him if he dd not fee me 
counting Money in the Moraing, or if he 
did not count it after me? 

Mr. Kerrel. No, I did not. 

Prijner. Did not you count go/. in your 
own Bed after me? 

Mr. Kerrel. No, I fay I know nothing of 
it. If you had had fo much Money, you 
might have fetch’d my Things out of pawn.

Fobn Gebagan. 1 have Chambers over the 
Alienation-O ffice, 3 Pair of Stairs high. Mine 
are on the Left-Hand, and Mr. Kerrel’s on 
the Right ; we are very intimate together. 
On Sunday Morning the 4th of February, I 
rofe about $8 o’Clock, and faw Mr. Kerrel’s 
Door fhut. About nine, the Prifoner came 
up, and open’d his Door, and went in, and 
it was not 10 Minutes before he came to my 
Bed-Side, and fays he, You was a good Ad- 
wocate for me lafi Night, and Til give you a 
Breakfaft. He gave her a Shilling to fetch 
fome Tea; the made it, and ftaid till the 
Horn blew for Commons. And after Com- 
mons he and I went out together. Going 
thro’ Tanfield-Court, we found a Mob there, 
and feeing Mr. C/art, a Writer, we afked 
what was the Matter? He told us of the 
Murder, and faid to Mr. Kerrel, this is your 
Laundrefs’s Acquaintance. We went to a 
Coffee-Houle in Cowenrt-Garden, where fome 
Gentlemen talking about the Murder, faid, 
they fhould fuipeét fome of the Laundrefies, 
We ftayed there till eight, and then went to 
the Horfe-fhoe and Magpye, in Effex-fireet, 
where we ftaid till One in the Morning, and 
then going home, we found his Door open, 
a Fire and Candle in the Room, and the Pri- 
foner flanding by the Fire-Side. Says Mr. 
Kerrel, Sarah, this Mrs. Duncomb was one of 
your Acquaintance, bave you beard of any 
Body's being taken up for the Murder? She 
faid, that one Mr. Amight, who had Cham- 
bers under Mrs. Duncomb’s, was fulpected. 
Well, fays Mr. Kerrel, I'll bave no body ftay 
in my Room, that was acquainted with Mrs, 
Duncomb. I went down to call the Watch, 
but there being a double Door to the A/ena- 
tion-Office, 1 fumbled, and could not get it 
open; fo he came down and brought the 
Watch up. He mifs’d his Waiftcoats, and 
afk’d her where they were? She defired him 
to Jet her fpeak a Word with him in private ; 
he faid No, Ibavens Bufinefs with you that 
needs be made a Secret of. ‘Then the told him 
they were pawn’d. He kick’d a Bundle thar 
lay in the Clofet, and afk’d her what it was; 
fhe faid it was an old Gown of hers, with a 
Shift and Apron in it; but it was a wery ine 
decent Sight for a Man to fee, and therefore 
defired him not to look into it, and fo he put 
it afide again. Then the Watch took her 
down, and when fhe was gone he looked 
under his Bed, and found another Bundle, 
Zounds! favs he, hbere’s another Bundle of 
Linen that this Bitch bas left bebind ber ; and 
Jookiug further, he found the Linen and the 
bloody Tankard in the Clofe-ftool. We went 
down together, and he called to the Watch, 
and afk’d him where the Woman was; the 
Watchman faid he had Jet her go. “You Dog, 
fays Mr. Kerrel, go and find ber again, or I’ it 
fend you to Newgatee The Watchman foon 
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met with her, and brought her tous. 2% 
bloody murdering Bitch you! fays 1, was it 
not enough to rob the People, and be damn'd to 
you, but you muft murder them too? I'll fee yeu 
bang'd, you Bitch! you bloody Bitch you! So 
3 fhew'd her the Tankard, and fhe began to 
wipe the Handle with her Apron; but, fays 
1, No, you blocdy Bitch you, you fhan't wipe it 
off. She faid it was her own, and that her 
Mother gave it her, and that the had fetched 
it out of pown, where it had lain for 30s. 
You bloody Bitch ycu, fays 1, your Mother was 
sever worth fuch a Tankard. 1 had much 
ado to keep my Hands off of the Bitch. 

Court. How came you to know that the 
Prifoner was acquainted with Mrs. Duncomd ? 

Mr. Gebagan. She told me fo herielf. 

Court. Did you fee the Linen that was taken 
out of the Clofe ftool ? 

Mr. Gebagan. Mr. Kerrel gave me that 
Linen and the Tankard, and I carried them 
down. I faw this bloody Apron and bloody 
Smock taken out of the Gown. The Bundle 
was in the Clofet when Mr. Kerrel mifs‘d his 
Waiftcoats, but it was not opened then; the 
Watchman fetched it away afterwards. 

Prifoner. Was the Blood on the Tankard 
dry ? 

Mr. Gebacan. It appeared then to be freth, 

Prijoner. Was the Biood on the Shift and 
Apron wet or dry ? 

Mr. Gebagan. I don’t know certainly. 

Prifoner. Who tock the Shift up? 

Mr. Gebagan. | had it in my Hand; the 
Blood on it was like that on the Tankard, 
which I thought was wet.

their Chambers. Next Night, or Monday 
Morning at paft 1 a Clock, Mr. Kerrel called 
Watch! 1 went up to him, and he bid me 
call snother Watch, and fo J brought Richard 
Hugbs to him. Then Mr. Kerrel faid, Com: 
up, Watchmen; fo we went up, and he 
fearched his Drawers, and what Linen was 
not his own he threw out. Then he went 
to fearch for his Cloaths in a Portmanteau- 
Trenk in the Clofet, where he mifs'd his 
Waiftcoats, and afked the Prifoner what was 
become of them? She faid fhe had pawned 
them. He faid he could freely forgive her for 
pawning them, but he futnected the was con- 
cerned in the Murder, becaufe he had heard 
her talk of Mrs. Lydia Duncomb ; therefore, 
fays he, Watch, take care of ber, and do not let 
ber go. So wecarried her down, and as no- 
thing was found upon her, I and my Brother 
Watchman agreed to let her go, upon her 
promifing to be forth-coming at Io in the 
Morning. It was a very boifterous Night, 
and in 5 Minutes after fhe was gone Mr. Ker- 
rel and Mr. Gebagan came down with a bloody 
Tankard and bloody Linen.

1 can’t tell ; but I believe 
it was dry, becaufe it did not bloody me when

Prijoner. Mr. Gebagan {wore it was wet-

Richard Hughs Sworn. 

R. H. As I was upon my Watch in the 
Temple, at pait one o’Clock on Monday 
Morninz, 1 heard Mr. Kerrel call Watch! My 
Brother Watchman, J/Zafreter, went, and 
then he called me too; we went up Stairs, 
end the Prifoner opened the Door to us. Mr. 
“rel look’d in his Drawers, and in the mid- 
» Drawer there was a Pair of Ear-rings, 
hich the own’d, and took them out.and put 
them in her Bofom. In another Room there 
was fome Cloaths, and he afked her about his 
Waiftcoats, fhe went to whifper him, and 
frid, they were pawn'd; he was angry with 
her, and faid, Why did not you afk me for 
Money? Then he bid me and Mafrreter take 
Care of her ; but as we were not charged with 
her before a Conftable, we thought we had no 
Occafion to keep her in Cuftody, and fo we 
difcharged her; fhe went as far as Tanfield- 
Court Arch, and then fhe turn’d back, and 
faid, it was late, and the liv’d as far as Shore- 
dith; and therefore had rather fit up in the 
Watch-houfe all Night than go home; No, 
fays I, you fhall not fit up in the Watch-bsufe, 
and therefore go about your Bufinefs, and be 
bere again at 10 o’Clock. She {aid fhe would 
come at 10, and fo fhe wentaway. But foon 
aiter fhe was gone, Mr. Kerrel came down 
with a Tankard and fome clean Linen, and 
very angry he was that we had let her go. I 
went after her, I found her at the Temple 
Gate, fitting betwixt two Watchmen ; I told 
her Mr. Kerrel wanted to fpeak with her, and 
‘hat [ might get her along the more eafily) I 
faid he was not fo angry then aa he was before ; 
and fo I brought her with me. He thew’d 
her the Tankard, and fhe faid it was her 
Mother’s ; he afk’d how it came bloody, the 
faid the had prigk’d her Finger. 

Court, Was it freth Blood upon the Tankard? 

Richard Hughs. It look’d much as it does 
how. Then I carried her to the Conftable, 
and there left her, and went away and filled 
my Pipe. But prefently I recolleéted, that 
when Iwas in Mr. Kerrel’s Rnom I kick’d 
4 Bundle in a Gown, and afk’d what it was, 
and fhe faid her Shifts and Aprons were in it ; 
and not fitto be feen. I told the Conftable of 
t,and he fent for it ; fol went and afk’d for the 
Bundle whereof the Shift and Apron were put. 

Council, Whereof ? wherein, you mean, 
Look upon them; is that the Apron, and that 
the Shift > 

Richard Hughs. 1 am fare thefe are the 
fame; for I unfolded them in the Chamber, 
they were both bloody as they are now. 

Prifoner. Was the Blood wet or dry ? 

Richard Hughs. 1 am not fure which. 
ane ‘Tis hard if he opened them and 

died them, and faw they were bloody, 
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Ann Love Sworn. 

Ann Love. 1 had been acquainted with Mrse 
Duncomb 30 Years. On Sunday the 4th of 
February 1 went in order to dine with her 
it was exactly one o’Clock when I came to 
her Chamber Door. I knock’d, and waited a 
confiderable Time, but no Body anfwered ; I 
went down to fee if I could find any Body that 
had feen any of the Family, or knew whether 
the Maid was gone out orno. I met with 
Mrs. Oliphant, and afk’d her; fhe {aid the 
had fecn none of them. I went up again; 
but could make no Body hear; then I con- 
cluded that the old Maid E/iz. Harrifon wae 
dead, and that the young Maid xn Price, 
was gone to her Sifter’s to acquaint her with 
it. I went then to Mrs. Rbymer (who was 
Mrs. Duncomb’s Executrix) fhe came with 
me, and I went up again with her, but we 
could not get the Door open; I look’d out and 
faw the Prifoner at my Lord Bifhop of Ban- 
gor’s Door; I called her up, and faid, Sarab, 
pritkee go and fetch the Smith to open the Door; 
fhe faid the wou’d go with all Speed, and fo 
fhe went. 

Council. Why did you call her? 

Ann Love. Becaufe I knew fhe was ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Duncomb. The Prifoner 
return’d without the Smith. Mrs. Oliphant 
came to us, O! fays I, Mrs. Oliphant, I de- 
lieve they are all dead, and the Smith is not 
come, What fhall we do toget in? She faid, 
the believ’d the could get out of her Mafter’s 
Chamber into the Gutter, and fo open Mrs« 
Duncomb’s Window ; 1 defired her todo fo by 
all Means: She accordingly got out upon the 
Leads, broke a Pane of Glafs in Mrs. Dun- 
comb’s Chamber Window, open’d the Cafe- 
ment, jumpt in and open’d the Door, and I 
and Mrs. Rhymer and the Prifoner went in. 

Council. And what did you fee there? 

Ann Love. In the Pafiage, the poor young 
Girl Nanny lay murder’d upon her Bed, and 
wallowing in her Blood, with her Throat cut 
from Ear to Ear. In the next Room the old 
Maid E/iz. Harrifon lay dead, and was thought 
to be ftrangled ; and the next Room to that 
Mrs, Lydia Duncomb dead too, and ftrangled 
in her Bed; and her Box where fhe kept her 
Money was broke open, and nothing left in 
it but fome Papers. 

Council, Do you know that Tankard ? 

Ann Love. No; if it was hers, I fuppofe 
fhe kept it lock’d up, for I don’t remember 
that I have feen it in Ufe. 

Council. Have you feen the Prifoner in 
Mrs. Duncomb’s Chambers any Time before 
thofe Murders ? 

Ann Love. Yes; 1 was there about eight 
o’Clock the Night before the Fact, and Mrs. 
Oliphant and the Ptifoner were then in the 
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Covnc:l. Do you know on what Account 
the Prifoner came? 

Ann Lowe. She pretended fhe came to en- 
guire of the old Maid’s Health. 

Council. What ‘Time did the go away? 

Ann Lowe. She and Mrs. Oliphant went 
away a little before Eight, and I ftay’d about 
a Quarter of an Hour after. 

Council. When you wert, did any Body 
lock the Door after you? 

Arn Lowe. 1 don't kaow; it wasa fpring 
Lock, and there was a Bolt within Side, and 
I believe it was bolted when Mrs. Oliphant 
got in at the Window, for when fhe open’d 
the Decor, I thought I heard the Bolt pull’d 
back. 

Council. Did the Prifoner ever live with 
Mrs. Durcoméb ? 

Arn Lowe. She was her Chair-woman be- 
fore lat Chriffra:. 

Council. Did the Prifoner ufe to lie there ? 

finn Lowe. 1am not fure of that. 

Counci/. Have you feen her there at any 
other Time than what you have mentioned? 

Ann Love. Yes; about a Month before 
the Murders the came there, under Pretence 
of looking for the Key of her Mafter’s 
Chamoers. 

Prifoner. If you faw me there when the 
Murder was difcovered, do you know what 
Clothes I had on? 

Aan Love. I did not take Notice of your 
Clothes ? but I defir’'d you to make a Fire, 
and fo you did. 


Counci!. Did you fee any Thing lie upon 
the Table ? 
Ann Love. There was a Cafle-Knife with 


a white Handle, but the Blade was broke thort 
off. I did not fee the Blade. 

Counctl. What became of that brokenKnife ? 

Ann Lowe. don't know; it was taken 
away, but I can’t te!l who took it. 

Ann Olipbant confirmed what the preceding 
Witnefs fwore. 

Frances Rhymer Sworn. 

Frances Rhymer. 1 have known Mrs. Dun- 
comb 30 Years; and within thefe three or four 
Years fhe has been very infirm, and her 
Memory much decay’d, and therefore the de- 
fir’d me to receive and take Care of her 
Money, and fhe made me her Executrix. 

Council, Then you have feen her Box 
where her Money was kept ? 

Frances Rhymer, Yes, 1 have opened it 
20 Times. 

Council, Do you know this Tankard ? 

Frances Rhymer. Yes, very well, it was 
hers. She uied to put her Money in it, and 
the Tankard and Money were both kept 
lock"d up in her Box. 

Counei/, Have you fen any M in the 
Tankard lately ? : aise 

Frances Rbymer. Yess; 1 kept the Key of 
this Box, and the Yburfdzy before her Death 
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fhe atk’d me if I had got her Key? I {aid yes, 
and the {aid the wanted a little Money. Iai’ 
her how much ? She faid about a Guinea. S 
I opened her Box, and took out a Bag ; it 
was a Ioo/. Bags lay at Top of the other 
Money in the Tankard. 

Council. 1s this the Bag? 

Frances Rhymer. Ie was fuch a Bag as this. 
I carried it to her by the Fire Side, and gaye 
her a Guinea out of it. ‘ 

Counci/. And how much do yov think 
was left in the Bag? 

Frances Rhymer. There might be, I believe, 
about 20 Guineas. 

Counci’, You fay the Bag lay upon other 
Money? 

Frances Rhymer, Yes, befides what was 
in the Bag there were feveral Parcels, that the 
had fealed up in Papers for particular Ufes. 
There were Gx little Parcels feal’d up with 
black Wax, I believe, there were two or three 
Guineas in each. In another Parcel, the 
told me, there were 20 Guineas to be laid out 
in her Burying, and in another there were 13 
Ludores. 

Counctl. Mboidores, I fuppofe you mean? 

Frances Rbymer. Yes, 1 believe they call 
them Mardores. Thefe, the faid, were for 
me, to defray any extraordinary Charges that 
might happen. Then there was a green Purfe, 
with 30 or 40 Shillings in it for poor People. 

Council. Look on that green Purfe, do 
you think that’s the fame ? 


Frances Rbymer. I think it was not fo long 
a Purle as this. 
Prifoner. Will the take her Oath to every 


Farthing of Money that was in the Box? 

Frances Rhymer. No, 1 don’t pretend to 
that. 

Council. This, you fay, was on Thurfday, 
what did you obferve in Mrs. Duncomb’s 
Chambers on the Sunday following ? 

Frances Rhymer. When Mrs. Oliphant let 
us in, the firft Thing I took Notice of was 
the poor young Creature in the Paflage, with 
her Throat cut from Ear to Ear ; then in the 
Dining-room there lay Mrs. Betty, ftrangled, 
and in the other Room I found Mrs. Lydia 
Duncomb in the fame fad Condition, 2nd het 
ftrong black Box was broke open, and all the 
Money and the Tankard were gone; 

Priforer. You was there when I was called 
up, what Cloaths had I on? . 

Frances Rhymer. 1 was too much concern’d 
to take Notice of your Cloaths. 

Prifimer. Was the Door lock’d or bolted 
before Mrs. Oliphant opened it ? 

Frances Rbymer. 1 don’t know. 

Prifoner. Did you fee any Way that a Per- 
fon could poffibly get out and leave the Door 
bolted ? 

Court. Some-body did get in and out to 
that’s plain to a Demonftration. 


Frances 
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Frances Crowder {wore, the Tankard pro- 
duced in Court was Mrs. Duncomb’s, and that 
the believed the Shifts were alfo hers. 

Thomas Bigg, Surgeon, Sworn. 

Thomas Bigg. Mt- Farlow came to me at 
the Rainbow Coftee-Houfe at Jemple-Bar, to 
go with the Coroner and view the Bodies. In 
the firft Room I found the young Maid, 4am 
Price, lying in Bed with her Hair loofe, and 
ealy her Shift on; her Chin was fixt down, 
as if done with a Defign to hide the Cuts in 
ber Throat. I lifted her Chin up, and found 
three Incifions; one of them was not mortal, 
but the middle one divided the Windpipe, 
which was cut three Parts through, andeither 
this or the third Wound was fufficient to 
caufe her Death. Wounds in the Windpipe, 
indeed, are not always mortal, for they may 
fometimes be cured ; but in a Cafe like this, 
where the great Blood-Veifels were cut, the 
unavoidable Confequence muft be Death. She 
had no Headcloaths on, and her Hair was 
Joofe, and fhe feemed to have ftruggled hard for 
her Life. In leaning over the Bed the Mob 
prefs'\d fo hard upon me, that I was in danger 
of having my Legs broke, fo that I could not 
be fo particular in my Obfervation as I would 
have been, The next Body I viewed was that 
of Elizabeth: She was ftrangled, and it ap- 
peared to have been by fome narrow String, as 
an Apron-ftring or a Pack-thread. It was 
pulled fo tight, that the Skin was divided, 
and the Mark very deep. There was like- 
wife the Mark of Kauckles on her Wind- 
pipe, and the Blood had gufhed out at her 
Noic. She had a Gown and Petticoat on, 
and a Pair of Stockings. I knew her when I 
was an Apprentice. She had fore Legs, and 
for that Reafon, 1 fuppofe, fhe might lie in 
her Stockings. Her Gown too feemed to be 
a fort of a Bed-Gown, and I believe, being 
eid and infirm fhe lay both in that and her 

etticoat too. The laft Body was that of 
Mrs. Duncomb, There was a little Creafe a- 
bout her Neck, which was juft enough to give 
@Sufpicion that it was made by a String being 
tied reund ; but the Mark was fo fmail, that 
had the not been fo very ancient and weak that 
a little Matter indeed would put an End to her 
Life, one could hardly have thought that to 
have been the Caufe of her Death.

Betwixt the Door and the 
Poft there is a Vacancy, thro’ which a Man 
may put his Finger ; I put a Packthread over 
the Bolt within Side, and then went without 
and éhut the Spring-Lock, and then drew the 
Bolt by the Packthread, and it fhut very 
eafily. 

Mr. Peters Sworns 

Mr. Peters, There being a Difficulty flarted 
how the Door could be left bolted within Side, 
I took Mr. Fariaw the Porter of the Temple 
with me; he put a String about the Neck of 
the Bolt, and then I fhut him out, and he 
pulled the Bolt to by both Ends of the String, 
and then letting go one End, he pulled the 
String out.

Then J locked her up and fent to Mr. Aifone, 
and teld him the Story ; and fays 1, Do you 
fland in a dark Place to bea Witrefs of what 
fre fays, and I'll go and examine ber again, 

Prifoner, 1 tied my Hankerchief over my 
Head to hide the Money, but Buck happening 
to fee my Hair fall down, he told ‘fobnfon ; up- 
on which es came to me, and faid, I 

find the Cole's planted in your Hair, let me keep 
it for you, and let Buck know nothing of it. So 
J gave Fobnfon 5 Broad-Pieces, and 22 Gui- 
meas, not gratis, but only to keep for me, for 
I expeéted it to be returned when Seffions was 
over.

Indeed if afterwards the Exa- 
minant will accufe others, his Information may 
be feparately taken upon Oath, but then it is

Prifoner, Fobnfon {wears he found 20 Moi- 
dores on me, and Mrs, Rbymer {wore there 
was but eighteen loft.

Fobnjon’s finding the Money in her Hair, 
and her defiring him to conceal it and deftroy 
the Bag, and the reft of her Converfation with 
him, difcovers how well praétiled the was in 
Wickednefs ; and her confeffing that the Mo- 
ney was Mrs. Duncomd’s, and that the took it 
out of Mrs.» Duncomb’s Chambers, is a Cir- 
cumftance fo ftrong as amounts to a Proof. 

Prifoner, Yes; 1 own’d Part of the Mo- 
ney to be hers, but not that I took it out of 
her Chambers ; and it was Fobnfon that intti- 
gated me to burn the Bag. 

Council, And the Prifoner has frequently 
call’d upon tye Witnefies to declare whether 
the bloody Linen was wet or dry; what 
Cloaths fhe had on, and whether they were 
bloody or not?

Prifoner. Modefty might compel a Wo- 
man to conceal her own Secrets, if Neceffity 
did not oblige her to the contrary ; and “tis 
Neceffity that obliges me to fay, that what 
has been taken for the Blood of the murdered 
Perfon is nothing but the free Gift of Nature.

If it is fuppofed that 
1 kill'd her with my Cloaths on, my Apron 
indeed might be bloody, but how fhould the 
Blood come upon my Shift? If 1 did it inmy 
Shift, how fhould my Apron be bloody, or 
the back Part of my Shift? And whether I 
did it drefs'd or undreft’d, why was not the 
Neck and Sleeves of my Shift bloody as well 
as the lower Parts? I freely own that my 
Crimes deferye Death ; I own that I was ac- 
ceffary to the Robbery, but I was innocent of 
the Murder, and Ill give an Account of the 
whole Affair. 1 liv’d with Mrs. Lydia Dun- 
comb about 3 Months before the was murder’d ; 
the Robbery was contriv'd by Mary Tracey, 
who is now in Confinement, and mytelt, 
my own vicious Inclinations agreeing with 
hers.

OU cannot be, nor are not unfenfible that 
there is a juft God, before whom we mutt 
give an exact Account of all our Aétions, at 
the End of our Lives. So as my Life is at an 
End, and I muft appear before the All-feeing 
Judge of Heaven and Earth, to give an Ac- 
count of mine, fo I take that great Judge to 
witnefs, that what I here declare is true. 
Fanuary the 28, which was Sunday, after 
my Mafter was gone to Commons, Mary 
Tracey came to me, and drank ‘Tea, and then 
it was, I did give my Confent to that unhappy 
A& of robbing Mrs. Duncomb, but I do de- 
clare before the Almighty, before whom I 
thortly fhall appear, 1 did not know of the 
Murder. And on Saturday the 3d of Februa- 
ry was the Time appointed, and according they 
came about 10 a Clock at Night, and Mary 
Tracy came to Mr. Kerrel’s Chambers, and 
I went to Mrs. Duncomb, and on the Stairs 
I met the Maid, and fhe did afk me, whether 
1 was going to the old Maid, and I anfwered I 
was, and as foonas I thought fhe had got down 
Stairs, I would have gone in myfelf, but I

I defired to know, where 
they had found it, they faid, that fifty Guineas 
of it was in the old Maid’s Pocket in a Lea- 
thern Purfe, befides Silver, that they faid

Pounds in a Drawer, befides the Money that 
they had out of a Box, and the Tankard, and 
one Silver Spoon, and a Ring which was 
looped with Thread, and one fquare Piece of 
Plate, one Pair of Sheets, and two Pillow- 
beers, and five Shifts, and we did divide all 
this, near Fig-tree-Court, as alfo near Pump- 
Court, and they did fay unto me, be fure that 
you bury the Cole and Plate under Ground, un- 
til the Robbery isall over: For if you be feen 
fluth of Cole, you will be fufpeéted ; and on 
Monday, be fure, about 3 or 4. a Clock, you 
come to the Peqwrer- Platter on Holbourn- Bridge. 
I being apprehended on the Sunday Night, 
on the Monday Morning, when I was in the 
Compter, 1 happened to fee one Bridgewater, he 
faid, he was forry to fee me there, I alfo was 
forry to fee him a Brother in Affliétion ; he 
defired me to give him a Dram, for he was a 
great while in Prifon, and I threw him a 
Shilling and a Farthing: And I walking a- 
bout the Room, I was furprized to hear mé 
called by my Name, and looking about, I ob- 
ferved at the Head of the Bed fomething 
move, and I pulled back the Curtain, and 
there I faw this Bridgewater, and he afk’d, 
whether I had fent for any Friends; I told 
him I had, and not long after, he call’d me 
again, and faid, there was a Friend come to 
me; and I looked through the Hole in the 
Wall, and afked, whether that was Will. 
Gibbs, and he anfwered, yes; and I afked 
him, how the Alexanders were, he faid, they 
were well; he afked me, how I came to be 
taken, and I told him, my Mafter~having 
found the Tankard, and fome Linnen, and 
he having feen ninety Pounds and fixteen Shil- 
lings on the Sunday the 4th of February, but 
it might through Surprize be forgot, but J had 
it all. He faid, if I would give him fome 
Money, he would get People, that would 
{wear thatthe Tankard was my Mother’s ace 
cording as I would dire&t; but faid I, you, 
muft get fore one to fwear, that I was at 
Houle; he fiid, it mui be a Woman, Oe 
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he faid, the would not go without 4 Guineas, 
and the four Men muft have 2 Guineas a- 
piece. So I gave them 12 Guineas, and he 
faid, he and his Friends would be at the Ball's 
Head in Bread-fireet, but when I afked for 
them, 1 could not hear of them, and when 
I came before the Worfhipful Alderman Bro- 
eas, 1 was committed to Newpate. And 
when I was brought up to the Common Side, 
I was bid to pull off my Riding-hood, and 
one Peter Buck a Prifoner obferved a Bulk in 
my Hair to hang down behind, and told one 
Roger Fobnfon, that I certainly had Money in 
my Hair, and Mr. Fobnjon brought me down 
in a Cellar, and told me, that Peter Luck faid, 
3 had Money in my Hair, and he laid his 
Hand on my Head, and bid me take it out, 
and fo I did, and he counted 36 Moidores and 
28 Gunineas, and 6 Broad Pieces, and 2 of 
them were 25 Shillings, and 4 were 23 Shil- 
lings Pieces, and half a 23 Shillings, and 5 
Crowns, and 2 Half-Crowns and 1 Shilling, 
and he faid in the condemned Hold he would 
be cleared and get out of Gaol on that Account.

Ithough we are later in our Ap- 
plication to you than the reft of the 
Boroughs of Exg/and have been, in 
addrefling to their Members for Pro- 
teétion dgainft an Extenfion of the 
Excife, yet are we not lefs zealous 
than the warmeft of them upon this 
Occafion, nor lefs apprehenfive of 
the mifchievous Cenfequences which 
mutt inevitably attend any farther Ex- 
tenfion of the Laws of Excife.

Partiality to mitigate the Penalties 
of fuch oppreflive Laws; it will be 
impoflible to preferve that Freedom 
in Elections which our Conftitution 
requires; fo that the Minifter who- 
ever he is, that happens to be at the 
Head of the Revenue, muft have the 
abfolute Nomination of moft of the 
Members, by the Means of thefe his 
low and under Agents. 

When Exciles were firft granted, 
the Pretence was fpecious, being 
given to purchafe from the Crown a 
very dangerous Prerogative; but fince 
the Reafon now alledg’d is only to 
prevent certain Frauds committed in 
the Colle&tion of the Revenue (which 
it is doubtful whether this wili reme- 
dy, and certain other Methods might 
prevent) we think a bare Pofhibility 
of guarding againft Frauds is not a 
faflicient Reafon to introduce fo dan- 
gerous an Experiment.

That it fhall be notified 
by the Vice-Chancellor of the Crown 
to the Ambaffadors, Envoys and Re- 
fidents of Foreign Powers, that if 
they have any Thing to propofe on 
the Part of their Mafters, they thould 
addrefs themfelves by Writing to the 
Primate, or to the Senate affembled, 
‘- That an Order fhall be fent to the 

egimentary, to caufe thirty Colours 
and a Body of Infantry, to march to. 
wards Brandenburgh and SileSa in 
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order to watch the Motions of the 
Neighbouring Powers.
